Struck fhe Right Lead and Captured Ail 

But One of the train Robbers—‘ Captain 

Cook” Gives the Whole. Snap Away aod 

Loeates Most of the Boodle—One of ‘the: 

Robbers Stillat Large—A Splendid Chance 

to Try the New Law. 

, Larrex Rook, ARK., December 8. 

The exeitement here over the train 
robbery has continued unabated, and- the 
officers of the law have been at work 
incessanfly ferreting out the culprits. It 
was =e known that Cook 
and Clifford and young Adolphus Parker 
had beeg arrested, and there has been 
from ~.¢¢ first ‘but little doubt of 
their guilt, though young ~Parker’s 
friends have strongly asserted his 
innocence, and his father has em- 
ployed the most able counsel in 
the city to take his case in hand. Shortly 
efter noon it was learned that one Frank 
Kline, a German in the employ of Louis 
Koers, the. Scott street wagon-maker, 
had not been seen since last week. 
Investigation showed that he had 
been seen frequently of late with Cook 
and Clifford, and his mysterious disap- 
pearance at once fastened the suspicion 
of the Officers upon him and confirmed 
the guilt of the others already in custody. 

Early in the day Sunday Sheriff Robert 
W. Worthen and Frank Botsford, Chief 
of Police, together with Colonel H..H. 


Hottaker, Detective J.J. Kinney, of. the . 


Missouri Pacific force, and Detective 
Dave Adams put their heads together to 
lay out a plan of action. 

A FULL CONFESSION, 

They were convinced they had the 
right men in hand, and, looking upon 
Cook as the shakiest one of the lot, cen- 
tered all their efforts upon him, . trying 
every plan to force a wonfession from 
him.

‘‘Kline was the leader, but they Chose, 
me as Captain because my voice Was 
gruff, and I was bigger than Kline. It 
was | who stood st the car doors and| 
shouted at the people while I covered, 
them with my gun. Ihave heard it saidi 
there were five of us, and that we opened! 
the safe in the express car, but it is not 
truc. It is-all just as.I tell you.” 

“Where did you go after you went 
through the train?’’? was the next ques- 
tion. 

“We did not go.off down the track, as 
some of the passengers have told you.

The grea 
claws are the only really valuable parts 
and one crab wil oceincs meat enough 
to supply a whole family. Then, again, 
the shell is broken up and made into a 
curious medicine taken by the natives, 
and, curiously enough, they also make 
a medicine out of a fossil crab that they 
get in the back country. 

“Though this crab is the largestitis not 
as powerful as the famous palm-tree 
crab of the islands south of Japan and 
in the Indian archipelago. The crab 
is called the birgos and it is a relative | 
of the hermit crab, only it has no shell, 
the plates on the abdomen being ex- 
tremely hard and effectually taking the 
place of the shell that is worn by others | 
of the kind. The birgosis not a water 
crab, living entirely upon land and 
going down to the sea once a day, it is 
said, for the purpose of moistening its 
gills. They are generally found in the

near proximity of palm trees, upon the 
fruit of which they live, and their bur- 
rows are generally placed at the foot 
of the trees. To give you an idea of 
the amount of cocoanuts that the 
creatures eat, the Malay natives came 
about twice a year and dug up their 
holes to get the cocoanut husks that 
the crabs took in to make their nests 
of. Hundreds of pounds were thus ob- 
tained and made into mats, beds and 
many other articles of household use. 
In appearance the birgos was ex- 
tremely repulsive. They were about 
as big as a man’s head, if he was a 
very big man and he had a very big 
head; the claws were heavy, short, col- 
ored red, and covered with sharp points, | 
so that when the claws were struck to- | 
gether, as they were when the animals 
were enraged, there was aloud, 
clacking sound that could be heard 
quite a distance.
